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JerryOlesky, 36, Antioch, is slated to ap- 
pear in Lake County Court on July 8 for a 
hearing on charges of disobeying a stop sign 
in connection with a two-car accident that 
claimed ■ the life of a Great Lakes sailor, 
Wjlliam Duncan III, 20, Shippsburg, Pa. 

The fatal accident occured at midnight, on 
Saturday, June 12, at the intersection of Rte. 
173andDelaneyRd. 

According to a witness at the scene of the 
accident, the vehicle driven by Gerald- 
Swaggert, 20, also stationed at Great Lakes ' 
Naval Station, in which Duncan was a 
passenger, was Struck broadside by another 
car driven by Olesky, who was travelling at a 



high rate of speed, when he failed to stop for 
a traffic sign at the intersection. 

Olesky, who w*as on his way home to An- 
tioch from work in Glenview, claims he does 
not remember the accident. 

Duncanwas pronounced dead at the scene 
and Swaggert and Olesky were taken to St. 
Thefese Hospital, in Waukegan. 

According to a representative of the 
hospital, Olesky was still in the hospital in 
good condition, with abdomen and chest in- 
juries at press time and Swaggert, who sufr 
fered multiple trauma, was transferred to 
Great Lakes Naval Hospital on June 17, when 
he was released from intensive care.

■who was arrested on similar charges in 1978 
concerning acts performed with a.relativej) 
t He pled guilty to contributing to the sexual 
deliquency of a child at the time and the 
charges were reduced to misdemeanors. 
Gannon was sentenced to a year's supervised 
probation and told to go for psychological 
counseling by the presiding judge. 

Arresting officer, Deputy Charles Fagan, 
said that Gannon told him he was guilty of 
the present charges and also said that Gan-
